Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argues that the newly amended claim 1 excludes the 
Bezwada reference, the Examiner notes that despite of the newly amended transitional term "consisting essentially of, 
it faisl to exclude Bezwada's hydrophilic polyoxaester, which reads on the hydrophilic polymer as claimed. The 
Examiner also points out that the amendment renders the scope of invention vague and indefinite, because it is unclear 
the claimed invention is a film substrate, or a combination of film substrate with adhesive sheet which is adhered to 
skin. Applicant also argues claim 17 is distinct over prior art references, the Exmainer notes Webster teaches the 
adhesive layer as claimed. Finally, Applicants argue 'bioabsorbable* is not 'absorbable' as claimed invention, and 
Bezwada teaches suture, which is absorbed by body, the Examiner notes, first, species bioabsorbable reads on genus 
absorbable as claimed. Second, Applicant must provide evidence that instant invention is distinct over Bezwada, 
Attorney's argument cannot take place of evidence. 
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
